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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Mosk Better Review Opinion 
On Freedom Of Information 


One of the most peculiar opinions 
we’ve seen in many years was handed 
down last week by the office of Attv. 
Gen. Stanley Mosk. It’s net effect, if 
upheld in court, would be to water down 
the Brown Act requiring public agen­ 
cies to conduct their activities openly. 
The opinion ruled specifically on the 
right of a City Council to meet in secret 
with the city attorney. In general, all 
such discussions must be in public, Mosk 
ruled. However he made one exception 
— when matters discussed involve ac­ 
tual litigation. 
This was his reasoning: The public 
“has a right to know all of the factors 
considered by the council, including the 
legal advice, if any, received. . . . How­ 
ever. there is no indication in the lang­ 
uage used in the Brown Act that its 
purpose is to grant in any fashion an 
advantage to the adversary of the peo­ 
ple.” 
Whoa! Wait a minute. ‘ The adver­ 
sary of the people!’’ Who are we talk­ 
ing about? The Russians0 Men from 
outer space? Apes? Insects? 
No. We re talking about a resident 
and a taxpayer. One of the people. One 
of those with the right to know. 
The opinion cites as an example the 
need for a client-attorney confidential 
relationship in condemnation suits for 
property to be purchased by the city. 
Let’s take a look at that. If the city 
decides to condemn someone's house, 
does that make the homeowner an “ad­ 
versary of the people’’0 Does he lose his 
right to know what his elected repre­ 
sentatives are doing just because they 
have decided they are going to run him 
out of his house? 
And about this “client-attorney” rela­ 
tionship! Just who is the client anyway? 


The city council? No. The people are 
the client. If there is going to be an 
attorney-client relationship the attorney 
should speak right out so his client can 
hear— all of them. 
We had an example of a secret con­ 
demnation proceeding a few years ago 
in Marin County. The supervisors were 
going to buy a site near Corte Madera 
for a civic center. Everything was ar­ 
ranged in private. Then the news leaked 
out. The word was immediately passed 
that one of the supervisors had a per­ 
sonal interest in the property involved. 
Whether the story was true or not, the 
whole thing blew up. 
And there is one more thing about 
these condemnation suits. Usually the 
“reason” put forward in behalf of se­ 
crecy is that the city, or county, doesn’t 
want to divulge the value of the land 
as reported bv its appraisers because 
then the price of the land will go up. 
What is the duty of the city, to cheat 
some fellowT out of his land? Or is it to 
pay him a fair price? Getting the ap­ 
praised values out in the open would 
show everybody what the land was 
worth as compared to how much the 
council actually paid for it. 
We believe the attorney general’s of­ 
fice is clutching at a broken straw in 
saying “there is no indication in the 
«Brown Act) language" that would grant 
“an advantage to an adversary of the 
people.” There also is nothing in the 
Brown Act taking away the rights of the 
people to know one specific type of ad­ 
vice their attorney is giving their rep­ 
resentatives. 
Attorney General Mosk himself did 
not write this opinion. We think per­ 
haps he better take a critical look at 
it himself.

WASHINGTON UPD — Pub­ 
lic Enemy No. 1 is never 
counted in the FBI's list of 
the 10-most-wanted criminals.

The 
dollar was worth 47 cents 
then.

Mosk Better Review Opinion 
On Freedom Of Information 


One of the most peculiar opinions 
w e’ve seen in many years was handed 
down last week by the office of Atty. 
Gen. Stanley Mosk. It’s net effect, if 
upheld in court, would be to water down 
the Brown Act requiring public agen­ 
cies to conduct their activities openly. 
The opinion ruled specifically on the 
right of a City Council to meet in secret 
with the city attorney. In general, all 
such discussions must be in public, Mosk 
ruled. However he made one exception 
— when matters discussed involve ac­ 
tual litigation. 
This was his reasoning: The public 
“ has a. right to know all of the factors 
considered by the council, including the 
legal advice, if any, received. . . . How­ 
ever, there is no indication in the lang­ 
uage used in the Brown Act that its 
purpose is to grant in any fashion an 
advantage to the adversary oí the peo­ 
ple.’1 
Whoa! Wait a minute. “The adver­ 
sary of the people!” Who are we talk­ 
ing about? The Russians? Men from 
outer space? Apes? Insects? 
No. We re talking about a resident 
and a taxpayer. One of the people. One 
of those with the right to know. 
The opinion cites as an example the 
need for a elient-attorney confidential 
relationship in condemnation suits for 
property to be purchased by the city. 
Let s take a look at that. If the city 
decides to condemn someone's house, 
does that make the homeowner an “ad­ 
versary of the people”? Does he lose his 
right to know what his elected repre­ 
sentatives are doing just because they 
have decided they are going to run him 
out of his house? 
And about this “client-attornev” rela­ 
tionship! Just who is the client anyway? 


The city council? No. The people are 
the client. If there is going to be an 
attorney-client relationship the attorney 
should speak right out so his client can 
hear— all of them. 
We had an example of a secret con­ 
demnation proceeding a few' years ago 
in Marin County. The supervisors w’ere 
going to buy a site near Corte Madera 
for a civic center. Everything was ar­ 
ranged in private. Then the news leaked 
out. The word was immediately passed 
that one of the supervisors had a per­ 
sonal interest in the property involved. 
Whether the story was true or not, the 
whole thing blew up. 
And there is one more thing about 
these condemnation suits. Usually the 
“reason'’ put forward in behalf of se­ 
crecy is that the city, or county, doesn’t 
w'ant to divulge the value of the land 
as reported by its appraisers because 
then the price of the land will go up. 
What is the duty of the city, to cheat 
some fellow out of his land? Or is it to 
pay him a fair price? Getting the ap­ 
praised values out in the open would 
show everybody what the land was 
worth as compared to how much the 
council actually paid for it. 
We believe the attorney general's of­ 
fice is clutching at a broken straw’ in 
saying “there is no indication in the 
(Brown Acf) language” that would grant

THE U. N., HE ASSERTS. 
reflects the power structure 
of the 'world, in, 1945 and not 
the power structure of the 
world today. 
His object is to reform the 
Ü. N.—or more specifically to 
reform the Security Council 


and the Secretariat—in order 
that they may reflect the 
facts which are, he asserts, 
that “not only law? and justice 
but force too is on the side of" 
the Communist orbit and the 
neutrals. 
The United States and its 
Western allies are, he asserts, 
still preponderant in the U. 
N. But they are no longer 
preponderant in the world. 
Once again, as in his tor­ 
rent of insults after the U-2, 
Mr. K. has overplayed his 
hand and has played it badly. 
For he has directed the brunt 
of his assault not at the un­ 
doubted weaknesses of the 
U. N. structure, but at its 
strongest and most progress­ 
ive and most inspiring suc­ 
cess. This is the emergence 
of the office of secretary gen­ 
eral 
under 
Dag 
Hammar- 
skjold’s brilliant direction as 
an indispensable protector of 
the peace among small na­ 
tions. 
Hammarskjold is not out of 
date but the composition of 
the Security Council is out of 
date. 
The bloc voting, 
in 
which we have had so con­ 
spicuous a part, has been 
abused in such matters as the 
Chinese representation, the 
election, to the presidency of 
the General Assembly, and the 
election 
of 
non-permanent 
members, 
to 
the 
Security 
Council. 


THERE IS ROOM for ne­ 
gotiation. and for reform.. But 
what is not negotiable is the 
one thing that Mr. K. has 
made the most of—his pro­ 
posal to abolish the secre­ 
tary general and to replace 
Mm by an inherently dis­ 
cordant committee. 
If we care about the future, 
let us not think that Mr. K.’s 
mistake has been our success. 
'Let us not sink into torpor 
and complacency until Mr. K. 
launches, as he surely will, 
the next wave of Ms cam-
